His job 
is to assist the members in putting 
together all of the best known 
farm practices applicable to each 
farm in order that the highest 
possible net farm incomes may be 
realized. Balanced farming also 
involves the making of home im­ 
provements in keeping with the 
wishes of the members and the 
money they have to spend for this 
purpose. 
Studies made of the results from 
the application of Balanced Farm ­ 
ing principles in several counties 
of Missouri where the system has 
operated longest are revealing. Ave­ 
rage net annual increases of $1,000 
or more in farm income are com­ 
mon. No doubt, corresponding in­ 
creases in farm returns by the 
application of Balanced Farming 
principles are fully as great in 
Mississippi County. 
Since Balanced Farming involves 
the use of good farm management, 
such results are not surprising. Last 
year the Iowa Extension Service 
found that the best managed 333 
farm s out of 999 studied produced 
an average net income of $12,269 
as cqmpared to an average of 
$3,249 from the 333 most poorly 
managed farms. This is not to say 
that farmers are poor managers be­ 
fore becoming members of Balan­ 
ced Farm ing Association. In fact, 
most members are well above the 
average. It merely means that no 
farm er is so efficient that there 
is not room for improvements here 
and there, and that they are find­ 
ing Balanced Farming to be a big 
help in working out these improve­ 
ments.

The first step in keeping sweet 
potatoes all winter must be taken 
when they are harvested. They 
should be put in storage when dry, 
but they should not be washed. 
It is also important to keep those 
that are cut or bruised for immed­ 
iate use and store only sweet pota­ 
toes that are free from disease and 
bruises. 
The next step is to cure them 
properly and that calls for putting 
them in a well ventilated place 
with a tem perature around 85 de­ 
gree until such time that the skin 
doesn’t slip readily. At this stage, 
tiny sprouts will usually have be­ 
gun to appear. Ordinarily, this per­ 
iod is reaching in about two weeks. 
After the curing has been com­ 
pleted, store them in a dry place 
with the temperature as far below 
50 degree as possible, providing it 
never gets lower than 40 degrees. 
Plenty of ventilation is important. 
Many basements are too moist for 
storing sweet potatoes, but the fur­ 
nace in the basement may pro­ 
vide a good place for curing a few 
bushels for home use by tempor­ 
ary storage on a temporary plat­ 
form above the furnace. 


the house has a basement, the 
trench need only be on the out­ 
side. If there is no basement, it 
may be necessary to dig a similar 
trench on the inside of the founda­ 
tion. Use the chlordane mixture in 
the trench at the rate of one gallon 
per linear foot. Half of the solution 
should go in the bottom and the 
other half should be worked into the 
soil as it is put back in the trench. 
The Extension Service has an ex­ 
cellent bulletin on the subject which 
is available for those interested. 
While I find that farmers gener­ 
ally have not gotten as much re­ 
sponse from heavy applications of 
nitrogen under corn this year as 
usual, W. R. Mattingly reports 
some observations that shows that 
the application of 100 lbs. of anhy­ 
drous ammonia per acre this year 
was very profitable. He says that 
in a field that produced 55 to 60 
bushels of corn per acre, 6 rows 
missed in making the application 
produced at only about half this 
rate. All the corn received a starter 
application of 200 lbs. of 3-12-12 
per acre at planting time. It is 
probably significant that the anhy­ 
drous ammonia was applied short­ 
ly after the first cultivation, mean­ 
ing that early applications this 
year were more effective than these 
applied at laying by time.

Where buildings are on solid foun­ 
dations trouble is not so likely to 
occur if there is at least 6 inches 
between the ground surface and the 
wood parts above. Often, trouble 
can be prevented by treating the 
sofl next to the foundations with a 
chemical that serves as a poison or 
repellent. A number of such m at­ 
erials may be used, but one of the 
best ones for the average home own 
er is a 2 per cent chlordane solu­ 
tion. The m aterial is available local 
ly for about $2.50 per gallon. Dig a 
trench about 6 inches deep and 2 
feet wide all around the house. If 


Harold Hill showed me 25 acres 
of more than bale to the acre cot­ 
ton last week, which he says was 
produced without hoeing or other 
hand labor, except at picking time.

He danted 14 
lbs. mechanically delinted s^ed per 
acre and annlied 160 lbs. of 12-12-12 
fertilizer in the row. According to 
Mr. Hill, the crop was center fur­ 
rowed once and plowed twice. Cer­ 
tainly this all adds up to a low’ 
cost cotton crop. 


HAVE YOU HEARD?

Mrs. Frank Brown entertained 
the Harmony Club members in her 
home last Friday when the mem­ 
bers met to elect officers and to 
have a lesson demonstration con­ 
cerning broiler meals. One of the 
reasons for including the broiler 
lesson in the Home Economics 
Extension Club program is to en­ 
courage frequent use of the gas 
or electric stove broiler since most 
housewives today own one or the 
other. In checking with the group 
or frequency of broiler use, I learn­ 
ed that the range was from once 
every two or three months to once 
daily. Mrs. Ruel Swank and Mrs. 
John Prosser mentioned that they 
prepared broiler dishes five or 
more times a week. Furthermore, 
they not only prepared meats but 
they included fast cooking fruits or 


canned fruits and vegetables. A 
canned vegetable placed in the bot­ 
tom of the broiler pan to be sea­ 
soned w’ith meat drippings and 
heated w’hile the m eat is being 
cooked is delicious. Fruit such as 
canned pears, peaches, or fresh 
tomato halves can be placed on top 
of the rack with the meat and 
cooked during the same cooking 
process. A complete delicious broil­

served in a very short length of 
time. It is needless to say that 
this is one of the 
fastest 
ways 
of cooking. 
To broil meat, score fat on edge 
of meat every IVz inches to prevent 
its curling while broiling. Brush 
the meat, poultry, fish or vegetables 
' with melted butter or fat to add 
a ah vory topping. Cook for half 
the required time on one side then 
turn and brown on the other side 


to complete the cooking. When 
broiling chicken, brush it with fat, 
put skin 
side 
down 
on 
broiler 
rack and place in a preheated broile 
so that the top of chicken is at 
least 4 inches from source of heat. 
Broil 10 to 15 minutes or until it 
just begins to brown, then brush 
with fat and brown, skin side up, 
for 10 to 15 minutes, then turn 
again, brush with fat and broil 
about 5 minutes longer, skin side 
up. When 
turningmeat, 
do 
not 
pierce the lean with a fcrk. Either 
stick fork in the fat or use thongs, 
wide spatula or 2 spoons to turn 
it. When broiling fish, use a shal­ 
low’, greased pan without a rack. 
If the fish is 1 inch or less thick, 
it will not need turning. If split 
whole, fish should be broiled skin 
side down at 100 degrees F. Do not 
broil meat that is too thoroughly 
chilled. Let it stand at room tem ­ 
perature about 30 minutes, first. 
Frozen meat should be thawed be­ 
fore broiling.

Spread sliced apples in a shallow 
baking dish, sprinkle with sugar 
and lemon juice pour honey over 
all. In a bowl mix flour, brown 
sugar and salt, and work in the 
butter, as for biscuits, making a 
crumbly mixture. Spread

mixture evenly over the apples, 
top with nut meats and bake in a 
moderate over 375 
degrees.

For 39-40 minutes, or until apples 
are tender and crust crisply brown­ 
ed. Serve warm with light cream 
with a dash of cinnamon, or a lem­ 
on sauce.

B alanced 
farm ing

pro v em en ts in keeping w ith the 
w ishes of the m em bers and the 
m oney they have to spend for this 
purpose. 
Studies m ade of the results from 
th e application of B alanced F a rm ­ 
ing principles in several counties 
of M issouri w here th e system has 
o p era ted longest are revealing. Ave­ 
ra g e n et annual increases of $1,000 
o r m ore in fariti incom e are com ­ 
m on. No doubt, corresponding in­ 
creases in farm returns by the 
application of B alanced F arm in g 
principles a re fully as g rea t in 
M ississippi County.

The first step in keeping sw eet 
potatoes all w inter m ust be tak en 
when 
they 
a re harvested. 
They 
should be put in storage w hen dry, 
but they should not be w ashed. 
It is also im portant to keep those 
th a t are cut or bruised for im m ed ­ 
iate use and store only sw eet pota­ 
toes that are free from d isease and 
bruises. 
The next step is to cure them 
properly and th at calls for putting 
them in a well ventilated place 
with a te m p eratu re around 85 de­ 
gree until such tim e th a t the skin 
doesn’t slip readily. At this stage, 
tiny sprouts will usually have b e­ 
gun to appear. O rdinarily, this p e r­ 
iod is reaching in about tw o w eeks. 
A fter the curing has been com ­ 
pleted, store them in a d ry place 
with the te m p eratu re as fa r below 
50 degree as possible, providing it 
never gets low er than 40 degrees. 
Plenty of ventilation is im p o rtan t. 
M any basem ents are too m oist for 
storing sw eet potatoes, but the fu r­ 
nace in the basem ent m ay pro­ 
vide a good place for curing a few 
bushels for hom e use by te m p o r­ 
ary storage on a tem p o rary p la t­ 
form above th e furnace. 


M rs. Ed C. M arshall asks som e

control. 
W here buildings are on solid foun­ 
dations trouble is not so likely to 
occur if th ere is at least 6 inches 
betw een the ground surface and the 
wood p arts above. Often, trouble 
can be prevented by tre a tin g th e 
soil next to the foundations w ith a 
chem ical th at serves as a poison or 
repellent. A num ber of such m a t­ 
erials m ay be used, but one of the 
best ones for the av erag e hom e own 
er is a 2 per cent chlordane solu­ 
tion. T he m a teria l is available local 
ly for about $2.50 per gallon. Dig a 
tren ch about 6 inches deep and 2 
feet wide all around the house. If 


the house has a basem ent, 
the 
tren ch need only be on the out­ 
side. If th ere is no basem ent, it 
m ay be necessary to dig a sim ilar 
tren ch on the inside of the founda­ 
tion. Use the chlordane m ixture in 
the trench at the rate of one gallon 
p er linear foot. Half of the solution 
should go in the bottom and the 
other half should be w orked into the 
soil as it is put back in the trench. 
The E xtension Service has an ex ­ 
cellent bulletin on the subject which 
is available for those interested. 
While I find th at farm ers gener­ 
ally have not gotten as m uch re­ 
sponse from heavy applications of 
nitrogen under corn this year as 
usual, 
W. 
R. 
M attingly 
reports 
som e observations th at shows that 
the application of 100 lbs. of anhy­ 
drous am m onia per acre this year 
! w as very profitable. He says that 
in a field th a t produced 55 to 60 
bushels of corn per acre, 6 rows 
; m issed in m aking the application 
produced at only about half this 
rate. All the corn received a sta rte r 
application of 200 lbs. of 3-12-12 
per ac re at planting tim e. It is 
probably significant that the anhy­ 
drous am m onia was applied short­ 
ly after the first cultivation, m ean­

y e a r w ere m ore effective than these 
applied at laying by tim e. 


H arold Hill showed m e 25 acres 
of m ore th an bale to the acre cot­ 
ton last week, which he says was 
produced w ithout hoeing or other 
hand labor, except at picking tim e. 
E ven the picking labor w as greatly 
lessened by an International two 
rowr cotton stripper th at was finish­ 
ing up the harvesting when I m ade 
the visit.

fertilizer in the row. According to 
M r.

Mrs. F rank Brown entertained 
the H arm ony Club m em bers in her 
home last Friday when the m em ­ 
bers m et to elect officers and to 
have a lesson dem onstration con­ 
cerning broiler meals. One of the 
reasons for including the broiler 
lesson 
in 
the 
Home 
Economics 
Extension Club pro g ram is to en­ 
courage frequent use of the gas 
or electric stove broiler since most 
housewives today own one or the 
other. In checking with the group 
or frequency of broiler use, I learn­ 
ed that the range was from once 
every two or three months to once 
daily. Mrs. Ruel Swank and Mrs. 
John P ro sser mentioned that they 
prepared 
broiler dishes 
five or 
m ore tim es a week. F urtherm ore, 
they not only prepared m eats but 
they included fast cooking fruits or 


canned fruits 
and vegetables. A 
canned vegetable placed in the bot­ 
tom of the broiler pan to be sea­ 
soned 
with 
m e at 
drippings 
and 
heated while the m eat is being 
cooked is delicious. F ru it such as 
canned pears, peaches, 
or fresh 
tom ato halves can be placed on top 
of the rack with the m e at and 
cooked during the sa m e cooking 
process. A com plete delicious broil­ 
er 
m eal 
can 
be 
served 
and 
served in a very short length of 
tim e. It is needless to say that 
this is one 
of the 
fastest 
ways 
of cooking. 
To broil m eat, score fat on edge 
of m eat every IVz inches to prevent 
its curling while broiling. Brush 
the m eat, poultry, fish or vegetables 
with m elted b u tter or fat to add 
a A v o ry topping. Cook for half 
the required tim e on one side then 
turn and brown on the other side 


1 to 
complete 
the 
cooking. 
When 
broiling chicken, brush it with fat, 
put skin 
side 
down 
on 
broiler 
rack and place in a preheated broile 
; so th at the top of chicken is at 
least 4 inches from source of heat. 
Broil 10 to 15 m inutes or until it 
just begins to brown, then brush 
with fat and brown, skin side up, 
for 10 to 15 minutes, then turn 
again, brush with fat and broil 
about 5 minutes longer, skin side 
up. When 
turningm eat, 
do 
not 
pierce the lean with a fork. Either 
stick fork in the fat or use thongs, 
wide spatula or 2 spoons to turn 
it. When broiling fish, use a shal­ 
low, greased pan without a rack. 
If the fish is 1 inch or less thick, 
it will not need turning. If split 
whole, fish should be broiled skin 
side down at 100 degrees F. Do not 
broil m eat that is too thoroughly 
chilled. Let it stand at room te m ­ 
p erature about 30 minutes, first. 
Frozen m eat should be tiiawed be­

The County Balanced Farming 
Association begins a new year this 
Ynonth. Forty-three applications for 
membership have been received a 
the number is e je c te d to exceed 
the 50 member limit before the 
end of the month. 
Members of the association have 
the full tune services of Associate 
Agent M. D. Amburgey. His job 
is to assist the members in putting 
together all of the best known 
farm practices applicable to each 
farm in order that the highest 
possible net farm incomes may be 
realized. Balanced farming also ' 
involves the making of home im- J 
pavem ents in keeping with the 
wishes of the members and the 
money they have to spend for this 
purpose. 
Studies made of the results from 
the application of Balanced Farm ­ 
ing principles in several counties 
of Missouri where the system has 
operated longest are revealing. Ave­ 
rage net annual increases of $1,000 
or more in farm income are com­ 
mon. No doubt, corresponding in­ 
creases in farm returns by the 
application of Balanced Farming 
principles are fully as great in 
Mississippi County. 
Since Balanced Farming involves 
the use of good farm management, 
such results are not surprising. Last 
year the Iowa Extension Service 
found that the best managed 333 
farm s out of 999 studied produced 
an average net income of $12,269 
as compared to an average cf 
$3,249 from the 333 most poorly 
managed farms.

After the curing has been com­ 
pleted, store them in a dry place 
with the temperature as far below 
50 degree as possible, providing it 
never gets lower than 40 degrees. 
Plenty of ventilation is important.
